GREENPORT, L. IL., Feb. 16.—Edwin Tut-

Tne three were 
hunting ducks in boats Monday and the ice 
closed in on their boats.

LIGHTING SUPERVISOR BLAMES 
THE LACLEDE COMPANY. 


The Police Are Negligent in Reporting 
Leaks and Explosions, and Super- 
visor O’Reilly Apprehends 
a Disaster. 


Supervisor of City Lighting A. J. O’Relflly 
will make a searching investigation to de- 
termine the cause of the recent conduit 
explosions. 

They have become so frequent and are at- 
tended with such damage to property and 
danger to human life that he thinks it 
high time the city should take steps to 
prevent them. 

Without apparent cause, iron manholes jin 
various parts of the city are from time to 
time blown into the air. There is no warn- 
ing; just a deep rumbling sound and then 
the heavy iron plate is torn from its fasten- 
ing and goes flying into space. 

After each explos'on it is found that there 
has been a heavy escape of gas from the

It May Soon Be Able to Con- 
trol the Ore Marxet.

JOPLIN, Mo., Feb. 16.—The hand of a 
trust is soon to be la'd upon the zinc in- 
dustry of Scuthwest Missouri and South- 
east Kansas, and, incidentally, upon the 
spelter industry of the United States, and 
the probable results are not looked forward 
to with satisfaction by the people of this 
district. At Iola, Kan., the center of the 
natural gas belt of Kansas, a deal will be 
closed this week, probably to-day, by which 
the big gas smelteries of W. & J. Lanyon 
and of Robert Lanyon’s Sons will be sold to 
the Palmér Oil Co., which is the Kansas 
branch of the Standard Oil Trust, the con- 
sideration to be not less than $2,000,000 cash, 
These are ihe largest natural gas smeiteries 
in the world, and in acquiring them the 
trust will be in a position to at once 4s8- 
sume practical control of the ore and 
spelter markets. 

Conservative miners in this city see In 
this. eale the incipiency of a trust which 
will eventually reach out to d.ctate prices 
and probably to restrict production to guit 
its own ideas. 

The recent remarkable showing made by 
this district in its report of sales and pro- 
duction for the year 188 has caused capital 
to turn this way as never before. 

With the Stanard Oil Co. back of the 
combination it will be strong enough io 
manipulate things to its own liking, both 
in the mines and the metal market. It ‘s 
believed that its plan will be to increase the 
works at lola to a capacity sufficient to 
make all-the spelter consumed in this 
country, and to gain control of the other 
gas smelters by purchase. 

The coal emelters cannot compete suc- 

cessfully with the gas works as things now 
are. 
The trust may engage in mining on its 
own account, or it may gain contro] of 
enough mining properties to furnish it with 
all the raw material needed. 

Zine ore to-day reached the highest price 
in its history, so far as the records show. 
The recent cold spell has so curtailed pro- 
duction that ore is hard to get, and tne 
smelters are forced to pay prices un- 
dreamed of in order to procure enough to 
keep thelr works running. To-day $7 per tor

ONE OF THE ROBBERS CAUGHT. 


FRANK WHITNEY LOST MONEY 
AND VALUABLES. 


He Was About to Enter a Restaurant 
When Two Men Seized Him 
From Behind and 
Choked Him. 


Frank Whitney, a stockman from Okla- 
homa, was assaulted and robbed by taree 
highwaymen in front of Union Station at 
2 o'clock Thursday morning. 

Frank Kern, one of the trio, was arrested 
by Patrolman George Fay. The otherg os- 
caped. Whitney could not remain in the 
city to prosecute and Kern was seiit to 
the Police Court on a charge of disturbing 
the peace. Judge Peabody fined him Sv», 
the highest fine that can be imposed in that 
court. 

Whitney arrived in St. Louis three days 
ago. His mission was to buy some fine 
stock for Ben Johnson, a prominent Okla- 
homa stock raiser. Whitney rented a room 
in @ hotel near Union Station and took i's 


meals in the restaurants, Wednesday ne 
finished his business and intended iaking 
an early train for his home. 

Wednesday night he attended a theater, 
and jt was 2 o’clock when he started for 
his room. On his way he thought to stop 
in at a restaurant and regale himself with 
a cup of coffee. At the door he was ap- 
proached by a roughly-dressed fellow who 
asked Whitney to buy him a drink. 

The stockman at first refused, but the 
fellow was so persistent Whitney stopped 


While they were talking two dark figures 
that had been concealed in the shadows 
crept stealthily forward. When they were 
within a few feet of Whitney, and in his 
rear, they sprang forward. 

In the vernacular of the Four Courts they 
gave him the “strong arm.’’ That is, one 
paseed his arm around Whitney's neck, and 
pressing him backward almost broke his 
neck. The other man _ seized Whitney's 
hands and held them, while the fellow who 
or'ginally accosted him went through the 
stockman's pockets and relieved him of 
his valuables. He had only a few dollars, 
a wateh and a pocket-knife. These. were

The robbery was accomplished before he 
had time to realize it. Whén the footpads 
released their hold on Whitney’s neck he 
enalled loudly for the police, and ran after 
the fleeing robbers. Patrolman George Fay 
heard the cries and jo. ned in the chase. 

One of the men was overtaken and ar- 
rested. At the police station the fellow 
Zave the name of Frank Kern. He was 
searched and Whitney’s property was 
found in his poesession. 

Judge Peabody, in fining him, said the 
gang of thieves who infest Union Station 
and prey upon people from the rural dis- 
tricts Whose business brings them to St. 
Louis should be broken up. and he would 
always do all in his power to _ protect 
strangers.

The 
bursting of mains has caused a total sus- 
pension of the gas service and nearly 
every waterpipe in the city is likewige in- 
capacitated, as a sequel to the intense cold 
weather that prevailed until recently.

Will Transfer Its Plant at 
Madison Monday.

Sixty Speeches in One Day Is the Mar- 
velous Record of the St. 
Louis Legislator. 


Epecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 16.—Sen- 
ator Fred W. Mott of St. Louis is a small 
man physiéally, but he has lung power that 
is unsurpassed even in the United States 
Senate. Mott broke his record yesterday. 
The lobby was crowded and it was a fine 
opportunity for him to display his powers, 
He spoke 60 times during the day, by actual 
count, made by several persons, so there 
can be no doubt of the correctness of the 


record. 

Just one-half of the speeches were made 
during the progress of the Nuttall case. 
The balance were made in the short time 
that the police bill was under consideration 
in the afternoon. He had to work hard to 
get in 30 speeches in an hour and a half, 
but he accomplished it, to the admiration of 
all his colleagues. 

Senator Anderson's solicitude for his well- 
being had no effect. He paid no heed to the 
Senator from Boone when he warned him 
that he had made 15 speeches on one sub- 
ject. Senator Mott went ahead. That was 
early in the game, and after that the Sen- 
ators made no further attempt to stop 
him. They saw it was useless, that he was 
determined to smash a record. 

One Senator was envious enough to sug- 
gest that a hot-air gauge should be attached 
to Senator Mott's mouth, but such in- 
nuendoes have no deterrent effect upon the 
little Senator from St. Louis, who seems 
determined that if he can’t be seen, he 
shall be heard.

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IMPERIALISM HAS COME. 


Perhaps the intent of the administration in the Phillippines 
and the interpretation of the McEnery resolution may be 
learned from what President McKinley did not say in his Phil- 
ippine proclamation, and what Gen. Otis did say under his 
Washington instructions. : 

President McKinley dealt tn glittering generalities concern- 
ing “justice and liberty,”. ‘beneficent assimilation” and “in- 
dividual rights and liberty,”’ but nowhere did he promise the 
Filipinos politica} independence. 

Gen. Otis, following this exampley promised the Filipinos 
“the blessings of peace and individual freedom.” In con- 
clusion he outlined his idea of the purpose of the Washington 
governinent as follows: 

I am also convinced that it is the intention of the United 
States Government to seek the establishment of a most liberal 
government for the islands, in which the people themselves 
shall have as full representation ag the maintenance of order 
and law will permit, and which shall be susceptible of devel- 
opment on lines of increased representation and the bestowal 
of increased powers into a government as free and inde- 
pendent as is enjoyed by the most favored PROVINCES of 
the world, 

Gen. Otis must have known what he was writing about when 
he classified the Philippines as a province. His proclamation 
was written Jan. 4, and foreshadowed the ratification of the 
treaty taking possession of the islands without qualification, 
and the adoption of the resolution against admitting the Fil- 
ipinos to citizenship, or the permanent annexation of the 
islands as an integral part of United States territory. 

As the Bacon resolution pledging the United States to grant 
independence to the Filipinos was voted down, the only al- 
ternative is the holding of the archipelago as an imperial 
province. 

Imperialism has come. 
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The story of the Philippines by Ramore Reyes Lala, in last 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, is especially noteworthy because the 
author is a Filipino by birth and a cosmopolitan by education, 
He has the sympathy of a brother Filipino but tempered by the 
wider understanding which comes of contact with the world 
and familiarity with ideas. The author is performing a real 
service to his own people and to Americans by making the 
two better acquainted with each other,

A Child’s Pulse. 


The pulse of the child varies from 100 to 
150, It is faster in the girl than the boy 
after seven years of age, and is always 
slower during sleep. According to Muller, 
the pulse at birth counts from 130 to 149, 
and during the first year from 115 to 130; 
during the second year from 100 to 115, de- 
creasing in rapidity till the seventh year, 
when it ranges between 8 and 90. The fre- 
quency and character of the pulse change, 
however, .rom excitement or when the child 
is romping; so that one need not be fright- 
ened unless the rapid pulse is accompanied 
with other symptoms of disease. In the old 
time, nurse and doctor had to depend on 
the pulse to measure the amount of fever 
or the extent of constitutional depression. 
Now the clinical thermometer will much 
more accurately show the condition of 
the child. Many times a little child, being 
fatigued with play, will show flushed 
cheeks, panting respiration end a very 
quick pulse. The mother need not be 
alarmed unless these suggestions of illness 
are verified by the thermometer.

Growth of Baby. 


The growth of a baby is most rapid In 
the first few weeks of life. The child 
should gain in height from six to seven 
inches, and proportionately in breadth, dur- 
ing the first year; and from the fourth to 
the sixteenth year it should gain two inches 
every year. There are certain diseases, 
such as rickets and scrofula, which retard 

owth; and the mother should notice the 

evelopment of the child in this direction 
most carefully in order that some inherited 
malady may not gain a great deal of head- 
way and so cause fatal results long before 
she knows anything about it.

SUSTAINED PAINFUL INJURIES. 


Policeman John Bickerton Broke the 
- Rank, but He Could Mot 
Well Help It. 


Patrolman John Bickerton of the Second 
Police District was a martyr to his sense of 
duty Thursday morning. 

He received painful injuries which he 
could have avoided by a slight departure 
from the rules of the department. Bicker- 
ton is one of the veterans of the force. He 
has been a policeman 15 years and knows 
the meaning and importance of discipline.

Bickerton became Wl with malaria a week 
ago. He held out and was on duty until 
Tuesday when he was given two days leave 
of absence. Hig furlough ended Thursday 
morning and though far-from well he re- 
ported at the station. 


When the roll was called in the big room 
over the station at Ninth and Wyoming sts. 
Thureday morning Bickerton stood near the 
center of the line. 

His face was pale and he was very weak, 
so weak that to him the voice of the Ser- 
geant sounded as if it came from a great 
distance. He must bear up and “answer to 
his name when called’ according to the 
instructions in the manual. 

At last after what seemed to him a lon 
time he heard the far-away voice ca 
“John Bickerton.’ 

“Here,” answered the white-faced man. 

Then his head swam. There were a table 
and a chair right behind him. But the 
manuel says: “Policemen must remain 
erect, with eyes to the front, at roli call, 
and under no circumstances must the line 
be broken.” 

If the sick man sank back into the chair 
he would break a rule of the department. 

He remained rigid, with “eyes to the 
front,” and fell forward. Before his com- 
rades knew what was happening he struck 
the floor squarely on his face. 

He was unconscious when the Sergeant 
ran to him. He was removed to the City 
Dispensary, where Dr. Voerster found that 
he wae badly injured. The bridge of his 
nose was split, and there was a two-inch 
cut over his right eye. Eleven stitches 
were negeires to close the wound on hs 
nose. e regained consciousness at the 
digpsmeary and the first thing he sald was: 

“TI broke the line, but_I couldn't help it.” 

He was taken home In an ambulance.

PRINCE ALFRED WAS A TRAITOR 


Thar He Was Placed Under Restraint 
and Killed Himself Was Due to 
Crime, Not Illness. 


LONDON, Feb. 16.—As appears now from 
reports of the highest sources it was treach- 
ery not illness that led to the restraint 
placed on Prince Alfred of Great Britain 
and Saxe-Coburg and his succeeding sul- 
cide. The story ts printed here that the 
day his father, the Duke, and mother cele- 
brated their silver wedding anniversary 
they were notified by the r, Prince 
Alfred’s cousin, that their son was a trait- 
or;that he had sold to French emissaries 
valuable secrets secured owing to his rank 
as officer of the First Regiment Guards, 
the crack military organization of the im- 
pire, and his access to table and family 
circles of the Emperor, The order for his 
restraint accompanied the information. 

Price Alfred, owing to the excessive par- 
stmony of his father, was perpetually in 
monetary difficulties. It was this which 
led him in the first place to associate him- 
self with Count Egglofstein, who had been 
turned out of the army for debt. It was 
that, too, which induced him to join the 
Count in running the gambling hell, en- 
titled the ‘“‘Club of Jolly Fellows,"’ where 
cheating was practiced on an extensive 
scale. 

In spite of money derived from these 
sources the Prince became deeper and 
deeper involved, and finally ylelded to the 
temptations placed in his way by a French 
charmer to sell for large sums certain val- 
uable military secrets to the French Gov- 
ernment. 

It is understood that the charge against 
Count Egglofstein nee been anged from 
forgery to treason. This will admit of his 
be'ng tried and sentenced behind closed 
doors.

Water Commissioner Holman Before 
the Engineers’ Club. 

City Water Commissioner M, L. Holman 
discussed the Chicago Drainage Canal from 
an engineer's point of view before the 
Engineers’ Club Wednesday evening.

Gen. Otis is expected to keep troops. in 
the field until the natives lay down their 
arms, but each individual band must be 
dealt a telling blow before it will surren- 
der. 


It is known that Aguinaldo has no inten- 
tion of surrendering or acknowledging 
American sovereignty. His influence over 
the natives is unbounded, While most of

miral Dewey's fleet will make systematic 
cruises throughout the islands to command 
ae for the Amer‘car flag.

The statement of a well-informed corre- 
spondent at Manila that 40,000 soldiers wiil 
be needed to garrison Manila has attracted 
much .attention here. The correspondent 
Says: 

“In the eomplete garrisoning of -the Phil- 
ippine islands it is thought that the fol- 
lowing distribution of force will be neces- 
Sary: Manila, 6000; Tloilo, 2000;.Cebu, 3000; 
Na-Caceres, 1000; Santa Cruz (Laguna), 1000; 
San Fernando, 3000; Vigan, 3000; Aparri, 1000; 
Capiz, 1000; Tacloban, 2%: Albay, 300; Zam- 
boanga, 3000; Batangas, 1000; Bacolod (Ne- 
Bros), 1000; Calupan (Mindoro), 500. 

“In addition to these there should be 10,- 
000 or 15,000 as an extra force for expedi- 
tions to troubled districts, It would be nec- 
essary to have a reserve force, so that ad- 
ditional forces could at any time be dis- 
patched to a certain point without weak- 
ening the garrisons of the other cities. 

“This would make a total force of about 
40,000, of which nearly 25,000 should be 
Americans. 

“It is expected that the United States wil! 
have to adopt the system of paying re- 
cruits and soldiers for the hilippines 
double regular United States pay, other- 
wise few men would enlist for service in 
the hot spots of the Philippines, In the 
British army all soldiers doing duty in In- 
dia and the tropics receive double.» pay. 

“The United States could organize about 
0 regiments of native soldiers, under the 
immediate command of native officers, but 
under the general command of an American 
officer, the Filipinos would be pieased and 
ihe Government would have a hardy, ac- 
climated. intelligent and eerviceable army. 
The native troops would be well paid and 
would enjoy a prosperity which they had 
never before enjoyed As for Aguinaldo, he 
could either be made a brigadier-genera! 
or sent to Washington in some official ca- 
pacity, with a bie salary and salutes of 
several guns and other honors. The rest 
of the more influentia! Filipino leaders 
could be given positions ¢ither here or in 
Washington, the latter preferably, and the 
possibility of future malic’ous agitation 
minimized.”’

: | Chief Justice Chambers Tells 


the True Story. 


RIOTOUS TIMES AT APIA. 


AMERICAN PLUCK TRIUMPHED 
OVER GERMAN PLOTTERS. 


Backed by British Tars Chambers Re- 
captured the Courthouse and 
‘Raised the Flag and Pro- 

claimed Tanus Monarch. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—Dr. Porter E. 
Chambers of this city has received a letter 
from his brother, William L. Chambers, the 
American Chief Justice of Samoa, under 
the Berlin treaty, dated Apia, Jan. 23, Jus- 
tice Chambers speaks of the trial of the 
contest for the kinship between the two 
rival factions, and says: ., 

‘After 11 days of patient investigation, 
iwo sessions each day, and a hard study 
every night of Samoan genealogies, cus- 
toms, titles and practices, I came to the 
conclusion from a legal and conscientious 
point of view, based upon the treaties, laws 

conflict 
therewith, that Tanus, son of the late King 
Malietoa, and who by the gift of the peo- 
ye had been endowed with the name of 
Malietoa, was the duly elected king. 

‘The natives during the delivery of my 
decision exercised a discretion which was 
the better part of valor. Things were ex- 
ceedingly quiet and respectful on the sur- 
face, and the crowd dispersed ‘peacefully. 


' he United States Consul-General, Judge 
Osborn of Nebraska, a man of fine char- 


acter and legal ability, and the British 
Consul, Mr. Maxse, a nephew of Lord Sal- 
isbury’s wife a man of 1b years’ experience 
in diplomatic service in England's foreign 
service, both immediately accepted the de- 


eision for their respective Governments. 


‘The German Consul-General, Rose, who 
has also attended the trial, refused to ac- 
cept the decision for his Government, al- 
though his Government had already agreed 
with America and England that it would 
aecept and abide by the decision, whatever 
it might be. 

‘A meeting of the consuls and Captains 
of the English and Germen men-of-war was 
held within an hour. Capt. Sturdee pro- 
posed that the king (in whose favor I had 
decided) be immediately recognized by the 
Consuls calling upon him and the warships 
giving him a royal salute. 

This the German Consul and the Captain 
of the German warship refused to do. Ifit 
had been done there is no doubt whatever 
that he would have been firmly upon his 


throne that very day. 


“Within two hours one German Consul, 


for the defeated side, and other German 


sympathizers were leading the armed 
troops of the Mataafa faction into the 
streets of the municipality. The President 
who is a German, threw all his influence 
on that side and the Mataafa people, real- 
izing that they had the support of the 


‘German Consul, of a German warship and 


of the entire German ‘population, got ready 
with amazing quickness for the violent at- 
tack which followed. 

“The Mailetoa people, when it became 
‘Known that the Matuafas were going to 
/Make war, got. together all the men they 

could in Apia and the surrounding vil- 
lages. They had no time to gather their 
supporters from the different parts of the 
islands. They succeeded in mustering about 
2000 men, indifferently armed and provided 
with miserable ammunition. The rebels 
who had been preparing for the situation 
for several weeks, perhaps mustered about 

men, and, as was afterwards shown, 
had much better guns and were well sup- 
plied with ammunition. 

“In fact, there seems to be no doubt that 
erman traders and one American sym- 
izing with the Mataafa side had pro- 
vided many new guns and great quanti- 
ties of fresh ammunition for them.’ 


Justice Chambers described the figh 
the details of which have alveade coe 

iven. He declares that Germans led the 

ataafa troops, the German Consul-Gen- 
eral riding at the head of several hundred 
rebels. Justice Chambers continues: 

“The English man-of-war could not imter- 
fere beyond the protection of American 
end British interests because of the Ger- 
man sympathies on the other side and no- 
‘tice from them that 4 other interference 
from them by the Pnglish ship in the na- 
tive question would be taken by them as 
an etgee gy Rag Germany. 

“One of the first things the vict 
was to forcibly close up the Supreme Court. 
Station around it an armed force, and pub- 
lish a proclamation saying that’ the court 
Bhould not be reopen except upon their 
order. A provisional] government was or- 
ganized, consented to by the Consuls upon 
the expressed condition that it was simply 
to preserve peace and order, and in no way 
to interfere with the treaty or the rights 
of any of the treaty officials. 

President Raffel, a German, was placed 
at the head of the provisional government, 
and we thought that he woul have sense 
enough to at least try to execute peaceful 
purposes. But the opportunity. was too 
great for the satisfaction of his ambition 
to be resisted.

reopening the court should be resisted. 

‘‘By 11 o’clock the ship was well filled with 
women and children, only a few men com- 
ing on board, be it said to the credit of their 
courage, for when I landed at 12 o'clock, 
practically all the Americans and British- 
ers in Apia were on the spot ready to co- 
operate ‘with our Governments. 

‘*At 10 minutes before 12 o’clock two Con- 
sular boats started, the one in front flying 
the stars and stripes, with Consul General 
Osborn on board, and the other flying the 
‘English Jack,’ with Consul Maxse at the 
tiller. 

‘a few yeards to their rear I embarked 
in an armed cutter under command of 
liewt. Parker with 28 blue jackets, each 
with his Lee-Metford rifie and 4 rounds of 
ammunition. I stood on the poop of the 
little cutter and in the bow was a quick 
firing machine gun. 

“Before landing we observed that the 
street sides of the courthouse were sur- 
rounded by German officials and subjects, 
The marines were left on the pier while the 
two Consuls and myself advanced about a 
hundred yards to the courthouse, the Brit- 
ishers and Americans backing us up. We 
walked straight to the German lines, and, 
pushing the gate aside, I stepped on the 
veranda, supported by the two Consuls and 
Lieut. Parker. 


“The German officials wished to d'scuss 
the situation, but we indignantly refused, 
and I demanded the keys of the courthouse 
from President Raffel, denouncing him as 
a traitor.to the treaty and a usurper. He 
refused to surrender them and I thereupon 
called upon the bystanders to assist me in 
a forcible entry. 

“There was a general response, but the 
man who reached the veranda first was an 
American carpenter named Willis, and then 
a British boat builder named Mackie. The 
Clerk of the Court, Denvers, was pummel- 
ing away with a smell hammer. Willis 
and Mackie secured a sledge hammer and 
soon the doors fell in. 

‘Lusty cheers were given for the Chief 
Justice and the Supreme Court, and the flag 
was then hoisted by a Britisher who climbed 
to the top of the pole. The marines had 
in the meantime been marched up and 
formed in iline inside the court enclosure, 
and as the flag went up they gave it a sa- 


lute. 

“The United States and British Consulé 
both made vigorous speeches, and I ex- 
ressed my indignation at the insults which 

ad been heaped upon the court and my- 
eelf and at the gross insult which had been 
shown the American and British flage, 
thanked the people for their loyalty and 
lowered the flag with my own hands and 
Meares my life even in its defense. 

“The wealthiest and most prominent Ger- 
man merchant, E. A. Groesmuhl, after 
threatening the United States Consul- 
General with dire calamities, went to the 
Supreme Court Building and smashed in 
all of its windows. Upon hearing this I 
went ashore. He had been arrested by an 
American half caste policeman named Scan- 
lon. The man was brought before me and 
admitted that he had committed the offense 
through contempt of court and he being in 
contempt during his trial, I ffhed him $100 
and sentenced him to one hundred days im- 
prisonment. 

“The same afternoon Von Buelow. the 
German lawyer who had. represented the 
Mataafa people in the trial, gathered a 
crowd of natives and made an assault on 
the jail, brandishing an ax and threatening 
to break into the jail. Clerk Denvers ap- 

eared on the scene and disarmed him.

The trouble would have been 
settled long ago, had the Philadelphia been 
at ‘Apia instead of San Diego, when Malie- 
toa Tanu was obliged to take refuge on the 
British ship Porpoise. 

The United States and Great Britain will 
act together, and the whole Samoan ques- 
tion will now be settled at Apia with guns 
if necessary,

Revolution in Nicaragua Officially 
Recognized Zelaya. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Feb. 16.—Reports re- 
ceived here from Manangua, Nicaragua, 
state that President Zelaya has issued a 
decree declaring the Republic in a state of 
siege. 

A battle is expected to take place shortly 
west of Chile Mountain, the dividing ridge 
of the Cordilleras. The President is sending 
troops to the front as rapidly as collected.

STEEL SEEMS HARD TO GET. 


Demand Is Urgent for Plants, and 
There Has Been Further Ad- 
vance on Steel Rails. 


¢ 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16.—In its review of 
trade conditions the Iron Age will say to- 
day: The iron trade is getting somewhat 
excited over the danger of scarcity of ma- 
ter‘al, which is reflected in quite a rapid 
advance in prices all along the line. Of 
course, it is only the belated requirements, 
relatively moderate in volume, which are 
being covered. The real test of the situa- 
tion will come when pending low-priced 
contracts expire and the tonnage for the 
second half of the year is to be covered. 

‘‘There has been little that is new as to 
future operations of the consolidations, al- 
though eome important negotiations are 
known to have siarted. The National Steel 
Co. has been buy:ng coke lands in the Con- 
nellsville region and has also taken the old 
Columbia mill, which once figured in the 
beam business. Sheets yey a sharp 
upward tendency, in view of the movement 
toward consolidation of th‘a interest. 

“The latest statistics of the pig iron in- 
dustry show that capacity at works among 
the coke furnaces declined 4800 tons r 
week during January, which ise somewhat 
of a surprise. Stocks show a further de- 
cline of about 37,000 tons during January. 
However, preparations now being made 
will soon develop productive capacity. 

“The Eastern pig-iron makers are now in 
session in Philadelph‘a, but nothing has 
been reported as yet concerning the result 
of their deliberations. 

“steel fs exceedingly scarce for prompt 
delivery, and those who must buy are re- 
quired to pay as high $18.50 in the Central 
West and $21 in Ph‘ladelphia. 

“Plates continue to be the banner line 
and the demand is very urgent. Ship 
builders at Baltimore, at Newport News 
and on the Delaware have contracted for 
an additional number of vessels and orders 
for bridges and other structures are pour- 
ing in. Chicago sold about 10,0007 turning 
down a much larger quantity. The leading 
mills in Pittsburg cannot sell anyth:ng be- 
fore July delivery. 

“It is interesting to note that a group 
of four German ag mills have taken 
the second half of the famous Coolgardite 
order which our mills, which secured the 
first half, would not touch. 

“There has been a further advance in 
Western markets on steel rails. 

“A good deal of activity is characterizing 
the markets for structural material. An 
astern mill has taken over 8000 tons for 
the Boston elevated. In New York two 
buildings, calling for about 5000 tons, have 
been contracted for with additional work 
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pending. Chicago notes \ sales for two 
structures of about 4000 tons, On the top 
of this is the large tonnage required for 
the towers and shore spans of the new 
Kast River bridge to be awarded in a few 
days, 

“A good deal of bridge work for rail- 
roads is being placed. 

‘The manufacturers of merchant pipe 
have advanced prices 5 per cent and are 
rushing business. Two of the Western 
mills“have divided an order for 150 miles 
of 10-inch pipe for an Indiana gas line, 
and another order for 4 miles is pending. 

‘In the cast iron pipe trade there is 
some uneasiness as to the possibility of a 
struggle between the new consolidation and : 
the outside shops. In the event of a fight | 
the Atlantic coast territory would be the; 
battleground. 

“The manufacturers of cut nails have ad- | 
vanced their prices. Wire nails are un-, 
changed but gossip has it that the market | 
will be advanced in the near future until | 
$1.75 is reached. 

“In the metal trade the star performer 
has been spelter, which has recorded a 
further advance.”’

an Arithmetic. 


SPRINGFIELD, UL, Feb. 16.—A petition 
for mandamus has been filed tn the case of 
the People ex rel. T. J. Bowling vs. the 
Board of Education of Effingham. Bowling 
states that in 1896 the Boerd of Education 
of Effingham adopted the use of Prince's 
ar‘thmetics in the public schools, and in 
1898 adopted Milne's arithmetics.
